Of his five appointments, one was an ex-member of 
the Ku D u x D an , one a lame-duck political yes man of 
the New Deal whose main contribution had been defense 
of sit-down strikes, one a former New Deal agent as So­ 
licitor-General of the Department of Justice, and the other 
two known lo tile public in little other capacity than that 
of private advisers to tfie President— his 
brain-trusters. 
It does not require much thought to answer the ques­ 
tion of whether these men were chosen to represent Amer­ 
icanism under the Constitution or to meet the political 
exigencies of the President under the New* Deal. 
All of the. President s explanations limped I lis words 
wi re too much at varience from his deeds. Moreover, he 
already had put down in black and white his own attitude 
toward the Constitution. In a letter to a member of Con­ 
gress in P f35 the President said: 
I hope your committee will not permit doubts as to 
constitutionality, however reasonable, to blot k the sug­ 
gested legislation.”
